4« lour field representative should transmit to Headquarters: the permit, 
the application for extension, and an international money order in the amount 
of ten dollars (010*00), payable to the Treasurer of the United States* If you 
prefer, your office may purchase a postal money order in this country* Cash or 
checks will not be accepted* 

5* The permit, application, and money order should be delivered to the 
Alien Affairs Staff with a memorandum, signed by your Division Chief, request- 
ing this office to take appropriate action for extension of the permit. When 
the extension is secured, the permit will be returned to your office for trans- 
mittal to the field and delivery to the alien.
